In a report of a meeting f»f ton Conference)! the date of which is unenown, 
a certain speaker mentioned that Mr. Oraid had been engaged in certain political 
a c tivities in Khorramnhahr arid was preparing cadres, and that since money was 
needed the Council should loan toe Khorramshtor Party some money. 

The expense account of the United council of Abadan Workers and foil era 
•hews that fifty rials had bean spent on a rubber stamp for the Khorraroahahr 
Tudeh Party meeting in Khorramahahr. Furthermore ?$0 rials from the Abadm 
United Council's coffers were spent on equipment for the Tudeh football taan. 

In a report of a meeting held on 11 May 19li6 it was noted that "debate 
fj fa the subject of Khorramshahr was resumed after a recess and it was agreed 
that since the party had grown and the number of union posters had increased 
toe Abadan workers organisation should loan the Khorramahahr groups up tc 
10,000 rials for tost- expenses." The expense account of the United Cornell 
of Worker e and Toilers of Abadan, ©hows that frequently sums of mcsiey were 
turned over to Mr, Mcradi for Skorramshahr organisations.

The United Council of Abadan Workers has 
expressed it# opposition and revulsion to this form of violation of the law 
by the A IOC to the cor patent authorities, namely the Chief of the Abuses tan 
Inspection Organization. The latter has announced that the government will 
earnestly implement the Labor Law. As regard# workers who have been dismissed 
or who have been threatened with diimissal by the AIDC# since 18 Kay 19ij6, 
the day the Labor Law was approved, the Government authorities have promisee 
that their oases will be reviewed bj the factory Council. 

Hence it is obvious that the AlOC dismissed workers contrary to Law and 
the government will compel! the company to reinstate the afarementionna wartc* rs 
in their jobs and to pay them their wages in full for the period during which 
they remained unemployed.

to send to the Council immediately ( list of names of the workers who were 
dismissed ffcan their Jobs beginning 18 May 19h 6 in order that their oases may 
be investigated by the factory Council. Other workers who were dismissed from 
weak without any plausible excuse may refer to the Abadan United Council daily 
aad register their names so that their cases may be reviewed, until the time of 
the investigation, the unions are especially charged with Use duty of submitting 
names of active workers of organizations and of writing up their private activities 
against the Company and tha Company,* s personnel.

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Ail the Champion had an Athletic Club the Heroes* Club* There, Instead 
of hearing the ordinary sounds of an athletic club, passersby would hear tpro&ha 
of agony and anguish of victims who Strongly opposed the hellish intrigue* »f 
the United Council and who refused to contribute money into it. All the dhm ion 
end hie associate used to bind people to a palm tree and whip the®, thus 
encouraging then to embrace the ao-cslled "freedom" of All’s cause* (Those who 
had suffered at All’s inmde signed a.*! sent in a deposition regarding his 
activities. ) 

Strangely enough, All the Champion occasionally welched, mi as recorded 
In the report given 21 May 192)6, refused to relinquish the already-collected 
sum* Concerning the money collected by the Tudeh Heroes’ Club, ST* Farajl 
Stated that All the Champion had not approved turning it over to the treasury 
of the united Council. Following FaTiji’s statement Comrade Morcdi said that 
the Tudeh Heroes’ Club planned to have a new building and to have several unions 
join It* 

It was also mentioned that the Heroes* Club wished to incorporate POD 
(PC© may refer to a friendly group which sympathizes with the Heroism ditto), 
but according to Mr. Sfaradi’s report* POD did not appro** of being iaeorparatad, 
la the course- of the discussion, Mr* Kaveh proposed that the Bsrin (etc) 
syndicates be separated. In the meantime Comrade Hataqi suggested that the 
function of the Heroes* dub be made purely athletic and that the headquarters 
of the Driver’s Union bs removed to a. other place. 

The Heroes' dub was quite well renown and had certain privileges whiob 
the United Council wished to utilize. No doubt they wanted to control this 
athletic club and use it as a political center. Mr. Najafi gave a report ©n 
All the ^hamplcfflt and explained the usefulness of his olub. It was voted that 
All's club, formerly known as the Heroes’ Club, be called the Tudoh Heroes' 

Club of Abadan and that all the money collected from the workers be sent fc© 
the treasury of the United Council. It was also voted that for its upkeep and 
expenses the Tudei Heroes* Club might request money from the United Council’s 
treasury. 

A number of leaders of the United Council and Tudeh Party, namely Abd-xL- 
Koeeyn Afsus, Sarin Chelbi, Haauni, Sefi Buehahri, Hasan Lorch, 'Abud Arab, 

Kiel Shiraadl, Mohsen Arab, Jaaem Mas* ad, Brother Jases, Jasea Slab and Gh<fl,ai* 

Eeaa had become a nuisaice to the public. Every night alter their meeting they 
used to drink at the Jileh Restaurant and then go around molesting the public. 

These men were determined to agitate and upset the public, they tried many scheme* 
to advance their cause. For example, they used to ask a tenant how much he paid 
his landlord or proprietor a month. Ihe tenant might a ay "500 Rials". Then these 
men would say (or rather order him) not to psy more than 200 Rials henceforth* 

The tenant would snow his lease proving that he could not lawfully do this, iut 
they would tell him that if the proprietor or a government official should object, 
he should beat them. will support you," said the men te the tenant. 

Such incursions and public molestations were developing all over Khuaistan. 
These illegal activities and encroachments were repeatedly reported to the Police. 
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Another illustration of the illegal activities of this group is shown in 
& petition written by a merchant of Abac an to the Military Governor of Abadan 
Provlncet 


Re spectf ully I bring to your kind attention the fast that the day before 
yesterday at 6 o* clock in the afternoon Hoseyn, the son of Haj ®>rahim Bebtoeaeni, 
boldly entered my office end started intuiting fie. I had a number of visitor r 
in ay office who witnessed, this incident* I reported the occurrence to the 
police, and an investigation revealed that Hoseyn and his associates were fror 
the Tudeh Party.

»We, the necple, and our families are living under the present government* a 
sovereign rule, and it is the responsibility of the present authorities to 
regulate and adjust our affairs. Why, then, is Has Tudeh Party allowed t© 
interfere In our affairs? Great number* of than are threatening the public. 

If the Tudeh Party is recognised by the government, why should the ci t leans 
not be informed of the fact? It is unthinkable that we should recognise this 
group, whose activities have brought unrest and anxiety to the people. We, 
the helpless citizens, respectfully call to the attention of the authorities 
the activities of these terrorists. W# want protection and aa imedii to stop 
to this turmoil and mob rule.*

Respectfully I bring to your kind attention the fact that yesterday at 
2 x was informed by the bakers thnt they would not bake the followin'.: day. 
They ccwplaiatjd that the price of breati had not been fixed as they wished, x 
tried my best, and persuaded them to return to work and thus prevented the city 
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from being without broad* Later in the day X found that the bakers had baked 
©illy once that day and that they, together with ell ether trade men, had ;;me 
on strike. A thorough inveetlgAtiili indicates that the bakers as mil as all 
other tradesmen had buen ordered by the United Council to go on strike. 


*T®u are aware o* the fact that the city of Abadan is an industrial city 
whose numerous workers cannot carry on unless the food supply is regular. n 
hour’s ddsy in the food supply causes confusion Which in turn creates distrust 
among the people. This situation bus caused great tension and has inpair od the 
welfare of the people of this city. The activities of the United Council have 
upset the whole balance of the city. Kindly inform me of any decision you make 
relative to solving tills problem.

A secret loiter dated 1 June 3*>h6 was sent by the owner of the ice f story 
to the Government Investigation Bureau So.

The public is in a state of great unrest and strong feelings 
prevail. The Tudeh Party has posted its man all along the streets ieadin, to 
the ice factory. They stop anyone going toward the factory. The people are 
greatly distressed and members of the Tudeh Party have become a menace tc t e 
publie peace. People are complaining of this lyaoh-law. This tension msy even 
grow worse and bring about anarchy when the weather becomes hotter. * 

The following are abstracts of an Investigation by the authorities Acted

oueatlon 2t Why have you gone to the Governor of Abater, and complained that 
the Tudeh Party has seised your factory and that the ice is new dispensed only 
to those who possess special cards treat the United Council? 

Aaswert We have gone to the Governor because we were deprived of both physical 
and mental security. Our ice factory was under the control of the Tudeh Party and 
their members were distributing ioe to the people. They had invited us to a Union 
meeting and ordered as not to give lee to these not having special cards issued 
by the Tudeh Party. We felt that with the presence of the police, the City Joverner 
and the Municipal Council, these people have no right to interfere in our affaire. 
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Another partner of the lee factory was questioned: 

Question 3t shat do you have to 3*y about the members of the fudeh Partyj 
whet was their attitude? 

Answers These men could not have interred in our affairs had they not 
been given orders by their Party. I m in corsplete agreement with Hr. Al-flWfar’a 
statement. I might also add that If the police do not stop these ©ncroachm* 'ta 
m shall close our factory. laxeruni.

GENERAL CONDI? jjOJIS SWORE THE STRIKE 


After the seizure and expropriation of twenty-six building! in /badsn end 
Ahmadabad, the united Council started controlling various syndicates, openly 
intimidating the public, and opposing .he government officials* fh® United 
Council »s members were active at their assigned posts all over the city. Anyone 
opposing them became a target. Tradesmen were threatened with death and rcfcbed. 
The report of the Abadan City Police d sted lit June 1?1*6 indicates that money was 
expected from every trado3ma?i according to his monthly income without giving him 
my receipt* 

These extortions and abuse were frequently directed against the Arabic- 
speaking people of Khusintan* Being conservative, the Ashair tribe of Iran 
hold their leaders in hijjh esteem. Thi disgraceful activities of the Tudeh 
Party and the United Council had a great effect on the Ashair tribe. To prevent 
these illegal i^ppcffiriatisias and to protect themselves they laid plans for 
constituting a tribal union. Their request for agricultural, educational and 
economic help was met with favor by the central government. This eacourager mt 
from the authorities caused them to legally form the Tribal Union of Ashair of 
KhuzlsUn* On 1? June 1I>!;6 the Arabic-speaking people of Khmsistan formally 
sent notification to the Governor of Ihorrarashahr and other government centers 
of the formation of their Tribal Union. Three days later 2$ of their tribal 
leaders sent a telegram to the Prime Minister in Tehran, officially announcing 
to the central government the formation of the union of Arabic-speaking Peoples 
of Khuzistan and asking for the central government *s approval. 

During this time several strikes toosc place in Agajari and in Abadan. 

On 2 July 1?1;6 a general strike broke out and continued for 2 hours. This 
2«hour strike was no doubt an exj'erimsnt prearranged by the Tudah Party and 
the United Council. 
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The confusion and insecurity earned directly by the illegal activities 
of the United Council altered the normal course of the city of Abadan, in the 
absence of the City Governor of Abadan, who had gone to Tehran, the united 
Council and the Tudeh Party became Odder in their encroachments against tbs 
Aahair tribal leaders* The minutes of a meeting held by the United council 
show that the ease of the Tribal Uniat was vigorously discussed. The reper • 
does not make clear why the labor Union opposed the formation of the Aahair 
Tribal Union* 

MEETINGS OF TIE LABOR UHIOt OF THE UNITED COUNCIL 

The meeting of the Labor Union af the united Cornell of Abadan opened 
on 29 June 19L>6 at 3*30 in the afternoon and lasted until 5t hi in the afteruoon. 
The following were presents Messrs. Torbiat, Vafa»l-2adeh Bashtipur, v ?ora< i, 
Nataqi, Safavi, Kaveh and Faraji. 

In this meating Gfcolam »Ali Horadi gave a report. Mr. Toxbiat gave a 
lengthy report regarding tee rise of tee at ab ic -speaking people of Xherranihahr. 

He also told the United Council members about the plans of tnperialists in 
Khorramshahr. Following him, Gholon *Ali Moradl gave a report on the .-iraba 
living in Ahwas. He specifically pointed out the danger of Arab encroachment 
in Bsveih and Jangieh. Ha stated that the Arabs of Ahwaz are goaded on end 
controlled by a Mr. Chtkak. 

Ghc&am SAli Moradi told the Council of fc”,« treacherous schemes of Mr. leabah 
Fateml. His report went on to t«U the Council that the Arabs have taken 
dangerous stepe and t nit with the support of the Provincial Council of Ahwas 
they might. start a revolution. He suggested that the forces of the United 
Council be stronger in Ahwa® to prevent an Arab uprising* He declared that 
the Labor Union of the United Council accuses the Aahair Tribal Union of being 
a political union. He said that If this were so necessary steps should or taken 
against the Arab union. "Why have the activities of this tribal union not core 
to our attention?” he asked the Council. 

The Labor Union mooting of 11 April 191*6 indicates that cm of the rrn&mme 
for the strike wss the Ashair Union. The Union of Toilers and Laborers of Abadan 
dais* that the Tribal Union of Ashsdr and its activities are directed toward 
absolute independence from the central government. The Ashair tribe is »<dd to 
be indifferent and insubordinate to instructions given by the United Central 
Council. 

Meeting No* 390 of tee United Council took place on 2 v uiy 1?J*6. All 
Members were present. Mr, Torbiat pave a resume of his talk. He said that he 
met one of the tribal leaders of tee Arabs and found that they wanted independence 
in Khuaestan Province. Ho also explained the situation in Khusiatan and stressed 
tee importance of a general strike and tee dispatoh of an ultimatum to or « central 
government and the United Central Council. 

Mr. Safavi gave a report on tee food supply and he, too, emphasized the 
importance of a general strike which was unanimously approved after he gave s 
thorough picture of tee activities of tea Ashair Union. 
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Mr* Sataqi’a migt cation that ft United Council member go to Tehran we..* 
voted on after a long debate among the members* It was agreed that Mr. Vafa’i- 
Zadeh go to Tehran and return to Abidan on 15 July 19k&* Then Mr. Mategi 
proposed that t eir er.voy, namely Mr. yafa'i-Zadeh, should only deliver the 
United Council’s message and in no way make any decisions or take any actions 
except those specified in his instruction*. In case the central governme: 1 
should not see fit to comply with the United Council’s request Vafa*i-?*deh 
should return and report the reaction of the central government to the United 
Council before a general strike should begin* 

An abstract of tie meeting of ? July 19h£ shows that It was definitely 
agreed to call a general strike. But the minutes of preceding meetings do not 
state the reason for the strike. 

A epeoiei meeting took place on 2 July 19b6 which last until It 20 a.p* 
the next morning. All members of the Executive Board (of the United Council 
of Abadan) were present. Mr. Nataqi reported that there was a plane goto 
to Tehran from Ahwaa md suggested that Mr. Vafa'i-Zadsh take that plane <m 
Thursday* His proposel was rejecter because if Mr. Vafa'i-Zadeh had gone to 
Tehran on Thursday, he could hot have returned the next day. It was agreed 
that Mr. Tafa'l-Zadeh should go to Tehran and that his delaying his departure 
even for one or two days would not flatter* But it was unanimously agreed that 
the starting of the general strike be on Saturday Ik July. It was also voted 
that regardless of whether Mr. Vafa'i-Zadeh were successful in his mis aim 
he should try his best to bring along five or six members of the United Central 
Council. Torblat proposed that the Executive Committee draw up plans and submit 
them to the Labor Union but his proposal was rejected. It was voted and unani- 
mously agreed that the plans for the general strike should be drawn up by the 
Labor Union itself. 

Mr. 3afavi suggested that in ease something required a member of the 
Executive Committee tc be absent, a member of the Executive Board of the united 
Council should act for him, but without the power to sign any official peers 
or documents. This proposal was approved by the Council. 

It was voted that, three people be nominated for membership on the Executive 
Committee. The United Council nominated the following: Messrs. Torblat, Safavi, 
and Vafa'i-Zadeh. Mr* Mcradi suggested that if the representatives of the Anglo- 
Iranian dll Company wished to discuss matters with the Executive Commit toe , two 
members of the Executive Board of the United Council of Abadan should participate 
in the discussion* The United Council unanimously approved the above prfipossl 
and plan# Z,z the strike were drawn. 

On 12 July 19k6 a board to carry on the strike was appointed. A meeting 
of the board began at 10 ?.m. Members of the Executive Board of the United 
Council of Abadan and the following people were present: Messrs* Nayafi, Torblat, 
Vsfa* i-Zadeh, Moradi, Mosleh, Kaveh, Safari, Daahti-Pur, Nataqi, Qholam ’All 
Jforadi. 

Mr. Hajafi asid three members of the Executive Committee should b© r spcnsibls 
for leading the strike. He suggested that responsibilities be divided an., that 
Communications of the United Council be well preserved. This was also unanimously 
approved and Messrs. Najafl, Vafa'i-Zadeh and Torblat were appointed.

Mr. Safavi suggested that the matter of the strike be presented to the 
tradesmen. He proposed that financial help be asked of than. This proposal was 
approved by the United Council. After a long debate* it was voted that traffic 
b© allowed by special permit and that all vehicles should obtain special permits 
to be issued by the United Council. 

WHY WAS THERE A STRIKE? 

The strike was called at s time when the conditions of workers were trowing 
better. The government was trying to adopt 114) standards and to better thr 
living standard of the workers. Thi* was evidence that the authorities had 
a keen interest in the welfare and living standard of its workers. The working 
hours had been shortened and wages Jhereased. To adjust the working ccndit.it ne 
of those employed on the oil wells, Fr. Kaveyani, a director General cf th* 
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Ministry of Arts and Sciences* Mr. Aramesh* toe Assistant ( minister ) Mr# Saqafi* 

another Director General* had been sent from Tehran to Abadan. All this s lows 
that the central govern* ent was seriously working for the interest of the laborers. 
It Is plain that the adjustment of wor cin . conditions co Id not be accoaspl lalwd 
overnight. Tire was needed to adjust policies and carry on plans for the welfare 
or the workers. 


Due to their connections with the United Central Cornell and their illegal 
activities* the labor unions made It difficult for the overa .ent to lap rove the 
living standard of the workers. let in spite of all t hose problems* the eavet*! re nt 
went ahead with its c orts true tive plans. 

The board meeting.*; of the Unites! Council of Abadan indicate that poll .leal 
matters were discussed. The case a/ toe Ash&ir Tribe (the Arab ic-spea : it g p»e$:le 
of Khusistan) received special attention. Beside these questionable axteniiiohe 
of their rights* it was d. so plain t at the Council had no legal reae n to c a l t 
a general strike. 


A special official notice was sent by trie Prime Minister* at that tiwr«, 
Qavam-al-Soltaneh, statin,: that the wages of the workers were in the process 
of being increased again and that thi overnr -mat would safeguard the rights of 
the workers. It also emphasised toat as long as the discus si ons over the usge 
policy were not complete the workers should not strike | if they did. the a* rite 
would be considered ille al. 

The leaders of the United Council and the fudeh party notified the Aa lo- 
Iranian Oil Company that the Company should pay Friday we es to the worker*. 
(Friday is an or ficial holiday and i§ considered the Sabbath in Iran as well as 
in all Mohaj medan countries}. The Cempany was given until 5 p.m, on 10 July 1946 
to notify the Council of its decisios. But the Company protested that tile tite 
was not long enough. Then the representatives of the United Council extended tie 
time limits. Between tie 10th and the 13th of July* the head of the Costner? 
with two other company directors, met with Messrs. Hajafl, Uosleh, and Hateql, 
were told of the Company's good will. The Company head showed them the ct*y a£ 
a telegram he had neat to London which was favorable to the workers ' cause. 

But the leaders of the United Council and the Tudeh Party* whose purpose was to 
agitate and create confusion* assembled t e workers and on 13 July 19 Lo atmeunc. d 
the strike. he Company could not sets any reason for the strike ana tried to 
ace the leaders of tie i felted Council, but the Council members evadad toe- ma 
severed off relations with the Conpaa^/. 

llie Company had not objected to paying the Friday- wa .es to its workers, 
furthermore* the Central government had also declared itself to be working for 
the best interests of the workers tod warned them not to strike. Therefore* it 

i® clear that there was no econoaic reason for the strike. The Council must have 
had other reasons.

Reaching the P&hlavi school, which was oloae to 
the Ashair Club, they set ire to the school house and entered the Aafaair Club. 


"The Arabs and their leaders whe were hiding in the Club were attacked; 
the doors and windows .ere broken and the building set on fire. Huji Haddad 
was wounded and hid himself under his car. A man named Mohsen Keybani had us 
brains knocked out. Fire cars were set on fire. They threw the corpse of loasen 
Keyhani into on© of those cars. Haji Haddad e*su» cut from his hiding plaee with 
his nephew and hid under a school desk. Haji was discovered end beaten to deato 
with iron bars. Anyone who saw an Arab attacked him and killed him. 


"Finally the police arrived. Seeing the police, they started attacking 
them. To frighten the people, the police started shooting in the air* Blowing 
that the police were shooting in the air, the people attacked the police aid 
wounded a police officer.

"A great number of men under thf leadership of Hasan Larch then entered 
the hose of Haji Haddad and stole everything they could lay hands on. The loot 
was then carried to the waiting cars which had been sent by All the Champion, 
then leader of th® Ahmsdabad Heroes Club. Hasan Lurch led the people to the 
house of Haji Hoseyn Gasi, the merchant. They killed him and looted his house. 


After this event, the workers rtshed toward the house of Haddad. Whenever 
they saw a nan who happened to knew added, they treated him as a traitor 1 -nu 
beat him. Finally they reached Haddid' s housej seeing the police, the leaders 
shouted* "Down with the Police and the Folic® Station! ” 


la the House of Haddad 


She da ghter of Mohammad Ken* an was the wife of Haddad. Her brother, Habib 
Ken* an, was one of the great tribal leaders. She was sick and lying in bed wi th 
her five-day old baby. She was savagely attacked and the house plundered, 
gretfc sum of money was taken. One hundred thousand Rials of this sum was recovered 
by the police and later sent to the military governor. Haddad’s house was raced 
and made completely uninhabitable. 

The house of another merchant named Tueof Kuiti was also attacked and looted. 
In front of the Police Station* Colonel L*aly. by shooting In the air, star >od 
the looters. They then headed toward Ahmadabad and surrounded the house of Haji 
Hoseyn Gael. Hoseyn Qaal telephoned the police and asked for help, but be ' ore 
the police arrived two men had already entered the house* The police arrived, 
raced to Hoseyn Gazl and took him into protective custody. As the police and 
Hoseyn Gael were passing through the street, one of the looters started ahootisg 
at Hoseyn Gasi. He ran for hi® life and hid under a water tank. The wetfcars 
destroyed the tank and one of then beheaded Hoseyn Gazij the rest looted his house.

On 15 July I9i«6, it was anoouncsd that an investigating board appointee* 
by the Prime Minister was on the way to Abadan* At one p.m., the board, under 
the ehair»anshii of Moseffar Firus, and accompanied by Dr. Radmunesh and Hr* 
Jowdat, arrived in Abadan. To make a thorough investigation and get a deal- 
picture of all sides, the board ardsrtd the release of the five leaders of the 
Tudeh party and the United Council, which had been arrested the previous evening. 
%o strike ended on 16 July 191*6 ani workers were ordered back to their jobs. 

goto* The five leaders of the Tudeh party and the United council were imprisoned 
imiy after the 23rd Tir crisis (lii Jbly 191*6). 

DECLARATION OF UNITED COUNCIL OF WORKERS AND TOILERS OF ABADAN 
The Md of t je General Strike 

"Be it known to all workers end people of Abadan that under the auspices 
of the government of Cavam-ai-Soltanali (prime Minister in 191*6), a special 
investigating board, under the chairswnahip of Mosaffar Firua, the political 
assistant to the Prime Minister, accompanied by two me-bers of the United Central 
Council, Dr* Radmaneah end Dr. Jowdat, has arrived in Abadan* The board has 
made a close examination of our cause, and after prolonged discussion has decided 
in favor of the workers’ cause* The terms of this discussion will be explained 
later* It has been decided that tod*c , beginning at 2 P.M., the general strike 
shall end} workers shall resume their Jobs and ties city shall turn to its normal 
pursuits, 

"The safeguarding o tie city and its environs U unier the security f rees 
of the government. The security forage have been instructed to be kind in their 
dealing with the people of Abadan and all Khusistan. Nevertheless, they shall 
pursue and arrest all thoue who attempt to subject the public order. The public 
should remain aim, obey orders and pay no attention to the schemes of plotters.

After the strike, the Friday wages were paid. Of course, this had been 
approved by both the Company and the authorities even before the cnoraL strike 
began. But the leaders of the United Council and the Tudeh Party gave the 
impression to the workers that the Friday wages were paid to them because of the 
amoral strike and that thus they were to be congratulated on their achievement.

The United Council caused this anarchy and chaos just to demonstrate its 
Strength. This fact is indicated in the second line of its declaration. 

On 16 July an extraordinary meeting was held including the Executive Board 
Of the Central Council and Pr. P.admasash and Dr. Jowtot. At this meeting the 
strike and the Aehair Uiion were discussed. The following are minutes of the 
meeting which show what political and economic matters were discussed, giving 
& clearer picture of the general stride. 

"On 16 July 19 U6 at 8 A, •. the Ixeauiive Board of the United Council of 
Abadan convettdd. The following were present* Messrs* Kajafi, Torbiat, Sefavi, 
?&fa*i-Zadefe, Mbsleh, Uataqi, Faraji, Maradi, Bashti-Pur and the two members 
of the United Central Council, namely Er. Rudmaneah and £r. Jowdet. 

Mr. Najafi stated* 

"The friends in Abadan ave suffered mue and been kept very bury* The 
United Central Council had decided to support the South and its actifitlea, but 
help had not been forthcoming, I was sent there for ten days, but was instructed 
by trie United Council to stay (longer). I ave witnessed the activities of a 
number of Arab contractors who are stooges of t e Oil Company. After t Likin., 
with one of the Arab leaders (Haddad), I went to Tehran, gave: my report, oral 
on my return had nothin.; to give the workers but empty promises. * 
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Mr, also explained the reasons for tha strike in which 6,0uQ 

workers or the Centre! uarags and the Great Factory took part. He said that 
he had made the dorvaads of the worker* very clear to the Company, one o the 
requests, he said was in regard to Friday wages about which the Company ; tebed 
first to have instructions from London. The Company was given a nine day 
reprieve. But in his. absence, he said, the Oil Company turned a deaf ear te 
the workers* requests and his frierds became the victims of the Oil company*© 
stooges. Two ime bers of the Labor Union were imprisoned withou. any legal 
procedure. This caused the workers to go on strike. "I went,” Mr, Hajari said, 
"to Agajari and smoothed things over and ended the strike* On !iy return, the 
Executive Board of the United Council of Abadan convened, end after long 
deliberation decided it could find no way to solve the worker s* problem*; so 
finally it resorted to the general strike. On the same d y the Council dispatched 
notice of its action to all member* and syndicates, thus making it clear to 
the Oil Company that the * Council means business.* 

*8ew many strikers were there?* 1 asked £r» Radmanesh. After a long discussion 
he was told by Hr. Nataqi that he would be given a list of all departments and 
sections where the workers went on strike. 

Hr. Kajafi again talked about his efforts to prevent the strike * Ht wsnt 
into further detail about the tradesman and the maltreatment of govern m- t 
officials. 

In regard to the sshair Union, Mr. Naj&fi saidt 


"The Ashair Union came into existence with the support of the Oil Com?:' any. 
The conflict and strife which occurred two nights ago were planned by the uil 
Compare and Mr. Mesbah Fatemi, the Company* a stooge.” 

He also explained the Arab attitude and said that on the evening of the 
day when the workers sere on strlks, the Arabs attacked theEj the laborers rad 
to defend themselves by counterattacking. 

Ur. Jcwd&t discussed the reasons for the imprisonment of Zobdah and Soasosti 
at Aga Jari. 

Dr. Radmanesh inquired about tie Arab attack which Safavi explained. 

Br. Jowdat inquired into the ains-day daisy which the Oil Company he i 
requested. He then brought u? the strike questicn and activities of the Oil 
Company, Br. Jowdat also explained the new agreement between the Council and 
the Company which was to he drawn •>» 

Ik*. Rafiteaneeh dise ased the political and econcetlo aspects of the strika. 

He vividly described the feudal regime in ghuaestan, and agreed to sand es 
soon as possible threo engineers, A.isari, Jfamvar, and All Asghar Javaleqi to 
help {develops) Khuzistan. 

On 20 January 1?V7, Tad-AUah iasimi, representative of the (Khuxeaion) 
United Council in Ahviz, wrote a letter to the Military Governor of Abadan;, 
in which he stated certain facts about the strike. In the letter he said. 
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n fo demonstrate his .over and influence, Mr. Bajafi issued the older 
for the general strike* At this time, he had plane to destroy the iahaira 
(Tribal Union) and to this end had sent Missions through© t Khusietan, Mr. 

Bajafi is responsible for the conflict of lit July 19u6** 

The cane of the martyrs and funds to be collected to s pport their families 
is dealt with under a separate chapter. 

A letter was sent to the Military Governor of Abadan in which the il_U ;ai 
activities and exploitation* of the former members of the Fxecntive Board Hare 
described; 

"To the kind attention of his at ©eileney the Military Governor ©;' Abakan; 

"Every patriotic Iranian who lotas his fellow men must fight against the 
looters and the swindlers who took advantage of the Workers Organisation Of 
Khusistan* The workers should be united for the preservation of their rights, 
and stand firm against the exploiter*. Most workers of Abadan are aware that 
they have been victimised by the former Labor Board headed by Mr. Mahdi 
Mashemi Naje.fi, 

"Receipts signed by the former fxecutive Board aid other evidence is in 
the possession of certain individual*. This evidence proves their misconduct 
and victimisation of the workers* Bit unfortunately, the possessors of each 
evidence do not wish to present it t* the authorities* Those conce rued sir uld 
know that Idle presentation o this evidence and t .© receipts will confirm the 
encroachments and exploitations of Mi-* Mahdi Hasheni Najafl, the former chief 
of the Executive Board. AH those wto possess such evidence and receipts signed 
by the former Executive Board, and who refuse to present them will be considered 
by the workers as being co-partners with the swindlers and the exploiters* the 
workers of Khuzistan new wall know tfca T the aim of the former Labor Board i.ae 
anything but tc better the living standard of the workers. Therefore, the 
workers cannot afford to ignore the tvil acts of those in charge of t >e former 
Labor Board. 

"After his return from Tehran, pahdi Baehead Najafi proposed & general 
strike (throughout Khuaiatan Province) . The executive Board unanimously voted for 
the strike. They neither considered 1 ntemat i onal policy in ordering t'»e strike, 
nor paid any attention to v e p'olitit aL conditions of Plus country. Their 
activities were merely directed at profit and at exploiting the workers. The 
slogan for their activities wem is Strike is Inevitable and must be brought 
about as a>on as possible.® 

"There were three men at the held of the Workers 1 Organisation of khtmis ten* 
Mahdi Hasheni Najafi, fioseyn Torbiat, and *Ali 'Ossid. Aside from *Ali , Oend , s 
honesty or education, be strongly opposed the general strike. Just before the 
general strike was ordered, the United Council of Ahvaat received two telegrams 
from the United central Council. One of them contained instructions not t ge 
on strike j the other »• mmoaed Mil Uwld to Sehran. ’All | 0mid had strongly 
opposed the strike, and not taking pert in the schemes of the exploiters, he 
asked the workers to continue in their work* It had been decided that the 
railway workers of Ahvrz should go tm strike, but ‘All 'Omid prevented that. 

It seems »Ali *0raid*s presence would have prevented the strike, and that this 
was toe reason why he vss summoned to Tehran. The Executive hoard apparently 
was planning to get rid of ' All *0mixi.

FINANCIAL AFFAIRS; AID TO THE MARTSRS* FAMILIES 

from the evidence at hand, the financial affairs of the United Council are 
not at all clear. It is impossible for one to discover from the three account 
books of the United Council (1. Hie expenditures of the united Council; 2. Tha 
accounts book of the United Council; 3. The .journal of the United Council} either 
the income or the expenditure's of ihia organization. In 19k$» menberehlp dues 
were collected, but the;?- did not have a neat book in which to record the Oounoli * & 
income or expenditure. In regard to this, Mr. Abbas 'All Najafi in his letter 
admits? 

»When the managers of the Provincial Organisation of Khuristan decided to 
take over the f Inane 5d affairs of tha Council, Mr. Mohamad Hasan zaisani, it man 
from Bank Melli, was asked for advlc*. Mr. Zamani said that according to the 
laws of accounting, the organisation* its ain, ate.* should be recorded in an 
accounting book. The managers ware apposed to his couneel. Evident!;/ the,- did 
not want to leave behind anything that would reveal their frauds and deception. 

Mr. Zam&ni refused to be a party to t cir schemes end thus thrir first plot was 
made known to us," 

The failure of this project opened the way for those who had definitely 
planned to take advantage of the United Council's finances for the aid of the 
martyrs' families, Pith the facts at: evidence now In hand it is easy to see 
how the swindlers a d exploiters acted. For example? 


On the 26th of Tir (17 July l?b£) the Executive Board of the United Council 
held another meeting at 2 P.M, which lasted until It P.M. The following wta 
present? Nataqi, Najafi, Torbiat, Safari, Faraji, Moaleh, Tafa'i-Eadeh, lured! 
and Bijeh, tha head of personnel for the United Council proposed that contribatioits 
be taken for the purpose of aiding th* survivors of the martyrs In the cause of 
freedom. He also suggested that receipt books be printed ted distributed trio ag 
various trade unions under the supervision of a coeaisa&sa* and that workers donate 
one day of their wages. It was voted that the mergers ef the mite pay IX rials, 
l£G rials, or 200 rials, depending on their income. T-ft i» to say, those whose 
income is from 1,000 tc 3,000 rials pay 100 rials. Those who get frees 3,000 to 
5,000 pay 150 rials, and those receiving 5,00 and over would pay 200 rials. 
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In regard to the Club personnel, it was decided that they should, go ah .ad 
and have receipt books printed and. sand school girls all over the city to collect 
contributions. The school girls wore flowers on their breasts and asked for 
contributions from the public. The find raising comssittee members were Messrs* 
Safari, Beij.h, Meshgisn, Diba and Faraji. It was decided that the ccimaittee should 
give a report of their campaign on tw following Thursday. 

The funds ware deposited in the national Sank of Abadan under the na eu of 
Messrs. Safari and Vafa i-zadeh. A little later his sun of money was t ran iff tarred 
from Abadan to Tehran aid there was deposited in Mr. Safari's account. (Chock Mo* 
623353 dated 16 October 19l*6, 70,000 riaisj Check So. 623356 dated 15 Octofcor 1/1*6, 
0,000 rials.)

Answer? “I hare always been opposed to organising a treasury, &nci its ich was 
why I kept aloof for eight months. 1 have been urged by friends to taie ever the 
treasury, hut 1 refused, I was not .responsible for the treasubty until 1 Kay unen 
the official banner of the United Cornell of Abadan was raised. I lew nothing 
about the financial affairs* in the beginning there were four councils, s sch of 
which had Its own treasury. Per thi? reason I don't know anything about the treasury. 
As 1 said, I was against organising a treasury and have not .taken any part In it, 
nor was 1 a member of he tretumry. Before tailing on the responsibility for a 
period of three months, I requested Jhat the past accounts of he treasury b>; rectified 
I sustrted with a new treasury and male it clear to them that I was not in any way 
responsible for the former treasury. Making my position very clear, i accepted the 
treasurer’s position, haring nothing to do with the old accounts. 

Question 2? In tie early days of the Uni ed Council, performances mm given 
and tickets were soldi give ar account of this. 

Answer? In the e-irly days of the United- Council concerts were given and ibont 
1,000 toman were collected fror> the sal* of tickets. This sum w,.s not turned into 
the Treasury.

I can only refer 
to the books. The books were there in the office when I was arretted? nor i do 
not know What has become of them.

This group had only one outstanding characteristic, and that was fearlessness * 
fearlessness in murdering and plundering; fearlessness in disrupting the is ion's 
security; fearlessness in making an i using ammunition; feaflessness* in accomplish- 
ing their political aims; finally, fearlessness in preserving incriminating 
documents. 

The Minister of Laoor has harvested the fruit of this last mentioned 
form of fearlessness. Relaying upon xm impeachable documentation, he has 
composed this book devoted to a description of the United Central Council's 
unlawful activities. 


fherp is no doubt that one fundamental factor caused the weakening of 
the United Center Council's foundation and its subsequent collapse. This 
factor was public opinion regarding the unethical actions and witnessed 
treacheries of the workers and the country. 

These documents and records, unveiling the list of anuses perpetrate i 
by the United Central Council directors, are not published for the purpose 
of strengthening the already abject public opinion of the United Central 
Council. People, especially the workers, already consider the United Cor trai

Rahbar , Humber 829: 

a 0n 3 September 1945, the organization of the Tudeh Party of Iran in 
Azerbaijan together with the worker's union, peasants uiions, and other 
organizations attached themselves like a powerful array to the Democratic par tv 
ax Azerbaijan. The individual leaders of the Tudeh Party of Iran continued 
i,hair activities within the Democratic Party of Azerbaijan by reinforcing- thei** 
power and strengthening their revolutionary policy." 

The newspaper Zafar, Third Tear, Humber 369, on 6 October 1946, writes: 

"General Daneahian congratulates the Tudeh Party of Iran on its sixth 
year of foundation: In connection with the ceremonies honoring the foundation 
of the brave and glorious Tudeh Party of Iran, which is related with the ancient 
celebration of iehregftc, I present my sincere and ardent congratulations to the 
presence of the guiding party and, through you, to all the dear fighting 
comrades. I hope that we will gain success on the road to establishing the 
Integrity of our dear fa^nerland. And I hope, with the aid of other freedom- 
loving hardworking Iranians, we will be successful in uprooting internal 
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flourishing, free Iran. Long live the sealaua nation or Iran, the Guide of toe 

Azerbaijanian nation. Glorious be tka name of the freedom lovers Fiehevari, 
SJjostary, and Padegan, the founders of the party. Immortal be the gluriom 
names of Setar Shan, Ba^or Shan, Dr. Irani, and Soleyraan Uskandari, the bn vs 
sons of Iran. Greetings to the freedom-loving founders of the fighting Tucieh. 
Party of Iren. Long lire the only strong fortress for the Iranian laborers, 
the United Central Council. Blessings he upon these builders of the road to 
freedom. "

The newspaper Zafar , Third Year, Kumber 373, on 10 October, introducer 
Sholsua Yahya in the following manner* 

”Gholam Yahya, the son of a farmer, worked in a file factory and later 
became a member of the kilted Council of jiianeh, Due to his genius, oaleni 
and the fight which he has displayed against the feudalist’ a reaction and 
tyrannical police, the people of Azerbaijan have promoted him to the rank of 
General. How he has undertaken the leadership of the Fedayan Army of Azerbaijan. 
Like a steel barrier, he has bared his cheat to ward off the intrigues of reaction. 
He protects and defends the freedom and advancement which has become the share of 
the Azerbaijanian nation.” 

If we had wished to give an extensive explanation regarding the activities 
of the Democratic Party of Azerbaijan, we would not have deviated in any w*y 
from our original purpose of holding a mirror to the activities of the United 
Central Council. But eventually, we would have digressed from our stated 
policy and purpose. Also, in the case of the Tudeh Party of Iran, if we have 
sometimes mentioned it by name, we did not mown to describe its activities. 

It has been necessary 1 3 mention the party name when commenting on and 
describing documents which refer to the subject exposed to argument. Originally, 
from the point of view of the workers who used to join the unions, the United 
Central Council and the Union were oae and the same. 

Abd-al-Hamid Sofeeyli at the investigation which was condiacted on 12 
January 1947 by Captain Darviah, introduces himself as follows i 

I, Abd-al-Hamid, am the son of Aod-al-Gh&Far. My family mme is Soheyli. 

I am the holder of identification card 3S2, a native of JthalUial, and at 
present I work in a jute mill. I am a Moslem and a subject of the Iranian 
government, and I have a wife and children. I am literate and ay position in 
the party was that of second secretary of the Shah i City Council, and the 
first secretary of the workers Union in the jute mill." 

From this, it can >e seen that A od-al-;Ia..il Soheyll considers both the 
first secretaryship of the jute mill and the second secretaryship of the 
City Council of Shahl a party occupation. 

There ere document* at hand whiei show tnat most of the workers had no 
information about the a -ganiza’iions w iich they were forced to enter. Boghus 
Minas ian, a tobacco factory rerchant, expresses himself as follows* at the 
investigation held on 19 July 194S in the office of the military district 
governor of Tehran* "I did not know anything about the party. They used to 
promise all kinds of things, that the workers’ situation would be improved, 
that they would give us oil, tea, and a house. I registered with the partv and 
a-fctendod^ftftfP: £ was a l ie 

and nonsense." 
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held on 30 Key 19li6 Jnt;e office of Vie military district gOTemor of fehreo aa 
follows: "I entered the -arty because 1 was afraid. My comrades used to tell we, 
tj 0 u so and so, why don't you join? If you do not cob© in we will fir*, you 1 . 1 

saw that they were about to fire ne so I took a sheet of paper and signed naaej 
but I really don't know what I signed." 


Hasan Shohrat Sewlati greased himself in this manner: "I an now mixed up 
in this* I don't even know what I m doing. fh*y have written to ne and nm* sposcen 
to me, but i really can't mak head or t ail of their affairs. Who ever glues » 
bread, I am his servant." 


In a letter written in his own handwriting, Mohammad Borumand, the secretary 
of the Council of Maaanderan Province and the first secretary of the Workers' Onion 
of Shahi confesses: 

»As a result of he quarrels aid arguments which had occured in most arses 
in Ma zander an, especially in the industrial centers among the natives and Turks, 
the factory workers we e gradually obtaining tend weapons. They had r-ache u ihe_ 
point where they were threatening each otter with these anas. And this ten-atwung 
had caused a split between the individual party and union leaders, x ad reported 
the above mentioned incidents more then a dozen times and asked for a complete 
investigation by the United Central Council. The center paid very little 
to our letters until Mr. Ovanesian's recent arrival in Maaanderan on behalf of the 
General Investigation Committee of the Tudeh Party. They listed to all our plaints 
but, until now, no effective adjustment has been made. And if anyone had aafcea 
these people, ‘Why are you doing all this?' they would have been punished, in spite 
of this, Mr. Abd-al-Hanid Soheyli cowj>lained to Mr. Ardeshir Ovanesxan abou these 
oeople. Consequently, a few nights later, the above mentioned was beaten aid tea 
t ee th were broken. For this reason, no one else had tee courage to speak, actually, 
this split existed among the Turkish speaking people; that is, between those from 
Ardebil and t ose from Khalit hal. I, Mohamad Borumand, writer of tees. ineu, 
the secretary of the United Provincial Council and a member of the Proving il CoaBiitt ee 
of the Tudeh Party. In the meantime, I wish to remind the reader that ..hare has 
been a permanent interlocking between the United Central Council aid the Tudeh karty 
of Iran: the representatives of the central com . it tee of the Tudeh Party w. re members 
of the United Central Council, fend the representatives of the United Central Council 
were members of the Tudeh Party."

Their comprehension will be aided by speeebM* 
conferences and discussions, by opening evening schools and making them literate, 
and by various other means of their own understanding. Then their entr. r.c< ^ato 
the Onion is not harmful, but perhapt necessary and sustaining* 

The Tudeh Party d3d not do this, it accepted any one who entered.** 

And on pages 13 ard lU he continues: *'To the sane degree that tr.e tin- ted 
Central Council gained a good name fj-on the blessings and activities of the Tudeh 
Party of Iran, the Tudeh Party's name decreased in stature. Yes, the relationship 
of the United Central Council to the Tudeh Party of Iran brought a great Injury to 
the latter, and most of the dissatisfaction found its sources here....** 

We will now quote descriptions of the Tudeh party's Provincial conference of 
Youth Organizations, especially the rpeech of P.esa Rusta from the newspaper Psfar, 
Third Year, Humber 337, Monday, 26 August 19li6. 

"Comrades, 1 a- con -rat ula ting the First Provincial Conference of Youth 
Organizations of' the Tudeh Party. Comrades, today we are in canbat with two brigades 
and two classes. In tMs struggle, the plans for the youth are very impor ant end 
fundamental. One of the brigades opposes the vast masses o ' laborers a. a freedee - 
lovers of Iran. This group consists o'’ the Imperialists and the remainder it* formed 
from the decayed hoard of rulers who would like to destroy the freedom of ot t of 
Iran through the medium of foreign corporations and internal mercenaries. The 
other group is the brigade o laborers who stand in direct opposition to o ;r oesa 
labor group. The scourge of this group is the Tudeh party of Iran, 'noth r adversary 
of this group is the Dianocratic Pertfc' of Azerbaijan. The three great free io -loving 
parties, with the support of the United Central Council, the unions, and t e workers 
and laborers of Iran must strive nan- 1 in hand to destroy the enemy of the utilm. 
Comrades, without doubt we will be vietoriooB in this holy corabat whica is svreading 
among the two brigades. The young people have always taken toe first row in 6his 
combat. As Dr. Keshavarzi had said, ‘I am Old,' but I an not reluctant aid x say 
t .at we are not only a little older but a good deal older than you are. You must 
continue along the road which leads to Iranian freedom." 

Then Eeza Rusta made a stimulating speech about the recent occurrence in 
Khuzestan, the youth activities, the duties of the coalition cabinet minis Sere. 

In addressing the Tudeh Party ministers and those ministers sympatheri ic to the 
party, he stated: "Got trades, you must support the unity of the workers' organizations 
and principles of democracy, especially the Khuzestan workers* movement, w ich 
guarantees the independence of our Bear Fatherland. You must know that ir thia 
strug# the entire Iranian nation is with you." (Applause) 

»I see that today, in spite of your participation in the cabinet, the. imprison 
and banish our champion fighting comrades by authority of Article 5 of martial law. 
They declared martial law in the Tehran area a; id then expanded it. ven tie eleven 
o'clock curfew hour still exists. He ask the Tudeh Party ministers to shoo this 
interference and to defend the individual and social freedom of trie Iranian Titian." 
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Comrade Eusta’s speech from start to finish was continuously interrupt d by 
applause* 

Comrade Rusts ended his speech with his poetry: "Long live the youth 
organization* Long live the freedom-loving youth of the Iranian tarty who re 
the Guarantees of Independence arid Fn»don for Iran*® 

Comrade Mahzari, on behalf of the District Council, congratulated tne Couth 
Organization’s First Provincial Conference.

"Champions of the Tudeh Youth Organization, on rehalf of the District Council 
I want to extend my congratulations to your First Provincial Conference and to the 
work which you have accomplished in your studies at the Braai School. I hope tire 
United Central Council, like a gardner, is hoeing out the poisonous weeds of society 
so that you may grow. But this brave gardner is not irasruned from poisonous human 
snakes who are as numerous as poisonous weeds and hence have many to sacrifice* 

You are fighting cm three fronts} the family front, t m school, the society. l r our 
life is mingled with uhe life of the Iranian laborers. 

"You, the champions of freedom, the pupils of the Irani school dedicat'd to 
building and securing an independent .Iran in conjunction with the United Central 
Council - Forward* Long live the young and pure fighters of the Tudeh Youth 
Organization of Iran. Long live the Liberal Parties* united front. Long live 
the United Central Council’s devoted soldiers." 


The United Central Council* s participation in a Tudeh Party demonstration was 
reported in the newspaper Bahb&r , Third year, dumber lt,63!?» Satudsy, 8 August 19l*5: 

"Our strong and heulthy workers, holding the tri-colored flag firmly in tWr 
hands, were moving in iive front line ns if to announce that today the awakened and 
uniform! working class of Iran is holding the flag of constitutional revolution end 
is the champion of the movement for freedom. 

"Moving in the first row were the Tudeh Party representatives, and son,.- of the 
Party and Union members. A band followed than, foraed from members of the Tudeh 
Mu 3 ic Society. They were playing the music of he Tudeh Party. 'The foil citing heart 
stirring motto, 'The Tudeh Party of Iran is the greatest supporter of Irani nn 
freedom,* written on a vrite cloth pictured an Iran which has become Independent, 
oiti vs ted and free through strength of thought and strength of arm o all these 
scientists and fighting workers. “ 

Despite all these evidences, the United Central Council still claims it is 
not connected with any party. 

The newspaper Zafar , Third year, Kuafeer !»13, Monday, 2 December 19h6 $ stntest 

"The United Central. Council was not and is not connected to any party neither 
before nor after the coning of Louis fiaillant. It is universal under the world 
banner. In accordance with the statute upon which it is founded. It will fight only 
when democracy is challenged; such aa the fight waged by the workers of the world 
against Fascist Spain. The United Central Council looks at all parties with the 
same eye, and fights only to safeguard the workers* economy and health. In most 
instances, the United Central Council members aren*t members of any other party* 

In some working areas, such as Rhuzeatsn, not 1 worker in 100,000 is a party number* 
Altogether approximately 30 percent o the members of the United Central Council 
Unions, F^PT^fl e&s& 2Ml/e®/07 SQ-dSCJSf^fB F^€T®9 w 
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Centr d Council 

confessed their unbreakable tie with the Tudeh Party* The newspaper Safer , Th Lrd 
fear. Number itO?, on Honday 2$ November 19U6, printed the following article; 

1T fhe greatest throat to Iranian freedom Is he creation of unions anrf syndicates 
which are not connected with the United Central Council. In the past 5 ywara* the 
United Central Council advanced in development parallel with spreading world freedom. 

’’As a result of a hard fight titJ steel -like organisation of the obsti late ’Arfa 
was defeated. The adventurer Said-fta was imprisoned and the tottering castle of 
National k ill (Iradeh 'elli) (the nane of a party) collapsed and sone of the tuiraful 
insects” were repelled. The present government, an obstacle to imperialistic expansion, 
became active through our historic sacrifices. We worked extremely hard is stren^nihg 
the government and their reform plans so that at last a coalition government was 
formed and Iranian membership in the Peace Conference was accepted. The ? oaxwart 
activities of the United Central Council will live for thousands of years, since 
satisfied workers and the establishment of a free Iran are considered a part of cur 
national honor. As a result of the halted Central Council’s struggle and its 
close and unbreakable cooperation with the Tudeh Party of Iran, the whole world now 
understands that Asia, considered s cemetery, exhibits traces of lif . fr : nations 
of the East have been awakened and are breaking their chains of slavery.” 

About two months ago Zafar, in connection with the Tudeh Party’s 6th arxivaraary, 
praised this Party and discussed the strong relationship between it and the United 
Central Council. The newspaper Zafar , Third Tear, Number 368, etednesday, 2 October 
19lj6 writes: 

»fhe Tudeh Party of Iran, a party which sprang from the Iranian worker* and 
laborers and established its political life for their advantage, has never been 
negligent in its great duty.

Answers Money was collected only once for the workers of the South, for the fifth 
anniversary of the party’s founding, and once for the martyrs of the tragic events 
of Shahriv&r (August to September) » The Financial Committee of the jute still would 
collect this money and deliver it tc the United Provincial Council of Mazarvderan, 
which consisted Of Said Rasul Hash®!, Raaasani, and Hasan Rsraazani. Only part of 
a day’s pay was collected from the workers, and it was collected for the j if th 
anniversary of the party’s founding. Four thousand four hundred tomans, which 
belonged to the Tudeh Party, were collected through the factory treasury and were 
delivered by me to Lankerani*

Telegrams reached tie a thoritie* from the workers in the provinces. Ill these 
telegrams contained complaints about the leaders of the unions and the agents of 
the United Central Council. 

A cable from Isfahan dated 2h December 191*6 states*

On Monday 23 December 191*6, a meeting was held with the presence cf the following 
people* the Governor of Isfahan, the government workers 1 representatives, the national 
foundations, the city notables and the press. In this meeting the Provincial Council 
of Trade Union Workers of Iran gave their opinion as the tyrannical activities of 
the Tudeh Party and the {felted Council. The Union said that in view of the fact 
that the Tudeh Party and the' United Council have been the cause of the workers* 
betrayal of their fatherland, and also have taken the workers' salaries to provide 
luxury for the Central Council leaders, they were asking his excellency to ap* oint 
and send a special investigating board to Isfahan to attend the workers comphints 
and punish these still in Isfahan who have deprived the workers of their rights. 
Finally the Union of Trade Workers of Isfahan is honored by the hard work that your 
excellency has done arid is doing for the people of .Isfahan. The union is ready to 
perform any sacrificestc aid you in your worke of sating Iran from foreign elements.

Asghar Zebar Ad ami. In a.cord&nce with the Order do. 1235* dated 10 June 19^5 
of the United Central Council, written at the request, of the organization of the 
Firuz luh District had gone to check over the books of their unions and to report 
on their financial situation. At the fame time he had been directed, under order 
Number 155, dated 5 July 19U5 of the Tvdeh Party of Iran, the Committee of Mr z under im 
Province, to check and report on conditions for establishing local party cownittees 
in Firuz, Kuh, and Boab. After completing his work he was arrested end thrown into 
jail by the Mazanderan Council. 

In the letter which he wrote to the United Central Council on 5 February 19l*6 
h© states that he was afraid to leave his house, but he was re ~dy to stand trial 
and be punished.

tiQn 19 January 19U6 several agents of the Disciplinary committee sue enLy 
arrested me on Ferdo*i Street. Using force they threw me into the nitec Central 
Council prison. After beating me, they put me in a car with three guards, drove, 
to the station, and sent me to Shahi. In Shahi, Akbar Shahabl imprisoned me in a 
cellar. Then, in the afternoon of the same day, the investigation by Sbrahimsaaeh 
began. Threatening me with a weapon, he forced me to % sign a prepared paper. After 
X signed the paper he ordered his assistants to throw me into prison. Xr prism, 
Sbrshimzadeh, while drunk, fired several s ots into the eeilihg and told ne if I 
didn't give the right answer to hi* questions he would execute me. Finally, after 
three days imprisonment in a damp seller, they released me and told me tc W and 
find a job for Thyself. I asked their permission to go to Tehran, they answered 
that I had been banished to Shahi. After seven days of wandering in the street 
and not finding work, I fled to Tehran. 

Btfhy did they not kill me in Shahi? Because Wr. Key Maram had forgotten to 
bring my execution order with him from Tehran and the Shahi Provincial Council 
was not ready to execute me without written orders. But his orders permittee them 
to imprison me in the Hotel Shahi cellar, which had been taken over by tie Tudeh 
Party. In this cellar there, were several dead bodies which I could not recognise.

HOW DID TI*£Y TREAT THE PEOPLE? 

The free government of the Mnp.ted Central Council dominated the life <snd. 
property of Its own members, and probably the life and property of individuals 
not even related to this government were In danger. On seme occasions the workers 
used to organize demonstrations in order to create fear among the people. And of 
course, in all these activities, the primary purpose was to fill their pockets.

"On the 29th of Moharram 13 2 U, X, Shirkhan Alvandi, a merchant from Shahi was 
seated in my own scop. Suddenly Tusof Lankarsni, Mohamad flommand, EbrahSm tsheli, 
and twenty other persons; carrying small arms came into ray shop and, without qi estionir 
me, dragged rae out of my shop and took me home. On the way they insulted »©• When 
we reached home they put me in a room and three armed men guarded mo. The rest 
started to search ray house! they opened every closet, suitcase, etc. Then they said 
they wanted to take me to the Tucieh Party Club, My mother, with a holy bock (the Kcrs 
in her hands, started crying and beggud them to let me go. But they did not listen, 
and instead insulted ray family. Anyway, they brought mo to the club and threatened 
me and wanted to throw me in the cellar. I started to cry and asked for pardon from 
Mr. Lankarani and Boruirund. Finally I!r. Lankarani told me to give him 2,000 tomans. 

I told them that I did not have that bujii on me and, in the middle of the ni :ht, 1 
did not know where to get it* They told rae that, if 1 did not pay the* they would 
kill me that sane night. Finally I was forced to give them I0?J for 1,250 tesnate. 

They released me and I vent home . When I got home my wife told rae that when they 
were searching the house and the suitcases, they had taken a raid necklace and a 
gold watch. In the morning, when 1 oime to my shop, I saw that sever-,! disciplinary 
agents of the Tudeh Party were waiting for me. They took rae to the Club and Mr, 
lankarani, after receiving 1,250 tomans from rae, returned ray I0U. I told Mr. Lsnkaraj- 
and a or um and that 1 would 11 b to have the necklace and the gold watch. He answered 
*It seems that you want yourself killed. If you tell anyone about this incident I 
will have you killed* * That is why, 1 had not reported t is incident up to now. 

Since you are investigating the files of these people please also see to the tbove- 
me rationed problem."

"The file Number 221h, k January 19l*7 has been received from the local police 
office. It states that at 9 o'clock cn the 12th of the current month, Moharmed Kazan, 
the son of lotfaiiah, erployee of The Shahi Registration Office, submitted a petition 
saying that on the first day of the month of Farvardin 1325 (21 March 19^6) , Heydar 
and Qahraman suddenly entered his house, and after Insulting him took about 5,500 
cigarettes. They also took him to the club and after detaining him for awhile, freed 
him. His complaint has been investigated and after an explanation by the Shahi 
officials, steps were taken to arrest the accused persons, Qahraman has be*?n arrestee 
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Heydar of Ardebil, 

and a cigarette vender, has been called and questioned and denies that he went to 
the house in Shahi. *1 used to buy cif are$$#s in Shahi. I was selling cigarettes 
when they came and took me to the club. They asked v.ho sold me the cigarettes, and 
introduced ms to Mohammed Kazen. Qahreman aid Heydar had gone to the house of 
Mohammad Kazan. I had nothing to do with it.’ These statements prove that the two 
men had gone to Mohammad Kasem's house and had taken cigarettes from him. 8nder 
whose order was this done? This Information should be obtained from Qaahraraan who 
is under custody of the District Governor's Office. Vie now submit the two files, 
and ask that the Office of the Military District Governor take action in arresting 
the accused,"

He was taken to the Shahi hospital.* At the 
hospital Akbar Jeddi was questioned} Akbar Jeddi} Uf years old} the driver of truck 
number 1112 for the factories of Shirgah, Arad, and Tabriz, is the resident of Tehran 
with his wife and children. He stated that on the above mentioned date he wcs at 
the 8 tat ion, along with Mr. Darab, Amiri, end Ihalil Azar. Mr. Khalil Asar invited 
them to his house for a drink. While they were there Khalil Azar sent someone for 
Mr, Fadai, a worker in the Shir ah f actory and the Shirgah workers' represent ativ. 
Since Mi*. Jeddi was not on good terms With Mr. Fadai he decided to ieaveafore Mr. 
Fadai * s arrival. But before he could leave Mr, Fadai arrived and immediately began 
to insult him. The Mr. Fadai, with th* help of the other three began to beat him. 
Finally he escaped from the house but they followed him and shot him in the leg. 
Invest! at ion indicates that Mr. Jeddi considers Mr. Fadai guilty, and uuspocts the 
others since .hey Invited him to Khalil's house. The Shahi hospital was crowded 
so they have taken him to Tehran. But, since the incident took place in Shirgah, 
file Humber 208, it8 dated 1$ May is being submitted to the office of the Military 
Governor in order that they may review the incident.

HID THEY EKBGUTE PEOPLE? 

At the questioning of Mohammad Bontraand on 22 November 19i|6 one of the many 
names that he mentioned was that of Mr. Amir Bahrain. He said that after Mohammad 
Ruhi, Amir Baghram had become vary active and was one of those disturbing the people. 
He said that when he was in prison he hoard that Mr. Amir Bahrem had been shooting 
people in the Sari streets. 


PRQCEEDUfGS 

"At nine o'clock in the morning on 13 January 19i*6 Amir Bahrain, elaborating 
on his previous statement that he would show us that body of Wur Mohamad, confessed 
the followings 

*1, Amir Bahrain, along with Hoseyn » r li Golshan and Ebrahim 3 ah all, on 10 April 
191*6 in the evening, took Mohammad Hurl to Sari in the Tudeh Party Ambulance. From 
Sari, under the pretence that we wanted to go for a ride, we drove approximately 
two miles and then stopped, saying that something was wrong with the engine. We 
got out of the car, walked a short distance, and sat near a hole wnich was dug in 
the ground* While Nur Mohammad was sitting there with Hoseyn 'All, he was shot In 
the back by Ebrahim Sahell and then thrown into the holel 

"In accordance with the orders directing us to find the body, the following 
persons were sent to the scene of the crime} (1) Lieutenant Ra’uf (2) Mr. Shadmar d 
(3) Mohammad Qharavl, the chief of police (h) Qlfat-Pur, a police employee (5) Hoseyn 
Farvardin, the court representative. These people started for Sar in a car Number 
..... driven by Fanjali. One of the passengers Hoseyn Oehgan was the brother of 
the deceased. The passengers consisted of citizens of Shahi who had come here for 
the same purpose. The above-mentioned people and the bus passengers drove to the 
place where Nur Mohammad was buried, as Amir Bahrain indicated. Zolf ’All dropped 
into the hole where the murdered man w&i buried. The depth of the hole was ten 
meters* Zolf '/ill, after reaching the bottom, shouted that he found the clothes 
and shoes of the murdered man. Finally the man’s bones were removed from the grave, 
'When the bones were pulled out the murdered man’s brother was present. The bones 
were put in a sack and were taken to Shahi* 


"A Doctor Z&mani was called upon tc examine the body, but since he came from 
Sari and had no jurisdiction in Shahi hi; was unwilling to examine the body, however, 
the following people prevailed upon the doctor and he examined the body* Mr* Shadmanc 
Lieutenant Ra’uf, -chief of police, Ghar&fi»~the court representative, Alefpoor,- 
a police employee, Amir Bahrain, Ahmad Mbhammadi, Dehgan, -the driver of the car, 
Yazdanin, Barari, Najafi, Ahmad Safavi, Said Haehemi, and Ahmad Barj as teh, -police 
officer number 15. 
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bones remained, it ie very difficult to discern how and by what means he had been 
killed* 

“The murdered men* a body was taken to the Office of the Military Governor the 
following day. In the presence of the Director of Health, Chief of Police Ihosrow, 
and Mr. Shadmand, the body was once more examined. They concurred with the above 
doctor that, sineethe person had been deal for a long time, it was difficult to 
indicate the means by which ha was killed. Pictures were taker, of the body, and 
the body was returned to the family for burial purposes. #

The workers’ statements, the receipts, end the statements of Sharif -Pur, 
Sereshteh-Dari, and Hatimi are in the files of the local police. 

The workers state that seemingly the Setar Khan Club has been bought for 
130,000 rials by the Unite c Council. 30,000 of this was paid by the workers at 
an average of 10,000 rials per month. After the recent incidents, when the writers 
wanted to go to that club they were prevented from entering by the first secretary 
of the United Council, Hess. Pusta. Reaa Rusta claims that, with the present papers, 
the property of the Setar Khan Club is his property.

I am bringing to your attention to the continuation of report Number El. 

In accordance with the previous reports and also with the contents of the 
presented file, on 11 November 19U6 a notice had been sent on behalf of the United 
Council, to the workers of the Tehran Center, to the Provincial Council of ffaaanderan, 
and to the local committees, instructing all workers related to the Council to strike 
beginning at six o’clock on the morning of 12 November 1 9h6 until further a< tice. 
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The Workers union or Bandar Shan received this notice In the afternoon after the 

passen-er train had reached the Bandar Shah station. The heads of the workers* 

Onion of Bandar Shah gathered la the club and held a meeting. According to the 

statements of Mr* Javad Sarkhabi, Ebrahira Kotadayysn, end Zeynolabodin Sehiut-Bakhsh, 

the necessary decisions wore made and the following seven people were appointed 

to the Strike Committee* Mr. Amjadi, depost chief of Bandar 3iahj Alwandi, in charge 

of water establishments! Sajedi, in charge of steam engines! Sehhat-Bakshs, chief 

repair manj Nazlrlan, engineer! dhokuhi-Nezhad, chief of itinerary personnel, and 

Moqadam, the founder of the factories. These people, instead of beginning t strike 

at six o* clock started destroying the railroad and disrupting the transportation 

system at two o* clock in the morning of 12 November 191*6, 

A. Mr. Karin Tarverdi, holder of identification card Number 93 U» issued at 
Sarab, who is the train supervisor along with Mr* Mohqeq the son of Iana»il, holder 
of identificatioh card Number 651*, issued at Sarab, who is foreman of one district 
carrying out previous instructions of Mr, Javad Sorkhabi, put stones betweei the 
switch. Locomotive number 1,57*1767 driven by Haji Amu-Ooli was turned over when 
it passed over the switch* Later with the help of Amjadi and Omidvar and Huji, the 
locomotive was put back in its place. Since the two above mentioned conspirators 

and their instructor had completely denied their act during the investigation, further 
investigation was made of Hasan Rezvau, Hajl Coli Aral and Sol tan and also of factory 
chief Arajadi, Mr. Tagi Mokarrami, Ali Khorsandi, and Earns ’ll Yazdani, the drivers 
from Bandar .to ah. The above mentioned persons and twelve others, as a result of 
the Investigation, haw stated the stcne was placed on the switch by Mr. Tar verdl 
and Mohqeq. In addition Hasan Bezvan during the investigation stated that f r . aorkhab 
had iven order * to Tarvsrdi while he was present . Mr. Ar&i Sanaahslli, and Heaven 
feared the strikers and did not warn the driver of locomotive 57-1767* As t* result 
the locomotive was overturned. On the otherhand, Mr. l.rzl acid Sarmah&lli both 
confessed that on toe night of 12 November 191*6 when they wore at the switch, Mb. 
Motada yyen Tar verdi and Mohqeq creeped near the switch and hid in the dark* Then 
Mr. Raavan 8j. proached then and after a little discussion returned. When tot leceraotiv 
signaled it was going to cross the switch, Essvan threw the switch causing the train 
to turn over* It was arranged however, that when the locomotive ‘ s tank was nearly 
filled with water and was returning, fiasan Sazvan would put his pocket light rear 
the English-made switch* Razvan then went to the American-made awiteh and returned. 
Hence, then the locomotive passed over the iaericau-made switch and returned. Hence, 
when the locomotive passed over the American-made switch, it was derailed aid turned 
over. At this moment Mr* Razvan went back to the station so that there was no 
evidence of his action. 

Based on these reports Mr* Tarveridl, Hoseyn Mohqeq and Hasan Razvan were con- 
sidered guilty of putting atones into the switch with the intention of destroying 
and disrupting toe transportation system. We consider th t their act warrants 
extreme punishment * fl 

B. Mr. Hbrahim Motadayyen, the sen of Mohammad, depot driver of Bandar Shah, 
according to the files, belonged to the committee at Bandar Shah, and helped- select 
the strike committee. He is responsible for puttin' out the fires in all toe (boilers 
of the) locomotives at two AM on 11 November 191*6, In addition, he and Mr* Hamid 
Fulad-Shekan, toe driver and Mostafa Laleh-Jfama, the repair man and Ebrahim Tavena 
had stolen the most sensitive instrument of locomotive number 1*2-168 which hauled 
passenger cars from Bandar Shah to Tehran. Through the confession of Mr. Ibrahim 
Tavana, the stolen inetrisnents were found behind the locomotive in the station 
warehouse. Motadayyan had gone to Behehar by jeep at eight o'clock in the roraing 

of 16 November 191*6. The e he had issued the strike order, Mr. Nasr-Ailah and 
Hashemzadeh, workers at the cotton factory at his instruction had opened toe station

1. Mr. Ali Nowruzi, fireman of Bandar Shah, states that on the night of 16 
November 19l*6, Mr. Motadayyen and Fulad-Shekan and a few other members of the union 
came to the depot. Motadayyen instructed him to extinguish the fire of a oertain 
locomotive, but since Nowruzi did not respond} he repeated his orders, but since 
he only lowered the fire Motadayyen put it out himself. 

2. Mostafa Laleh-Sia, worker In* Bandar Shah factory states that on the night 
of 12 November 19ii6 Motadayyan instructed him to extinguish the fire of 
locomotive number 1*2-168 due at Pol-i*3afid at six o'clock in the morning, fhdse 
instructions were carried out. 

3. All Ehorsandi, driver, had testified that on the night of 12 November 19l*6 
Motadayyen and Fulad-Shekan stole vital instruments from locomotive number 82-168 • 

Mr. Mokarrami, chief of locomotives of Bandar Shah was able to repair locomotive 
57-176? which was used to run passenger trains . 

lu Abu- al -Casern Haji Amu-Ooli has confined that on the night of 12 November 
191*6 Motadayyen, Fulad-Shekan and Laleh-Hia extinguished the fire of the boiler of 
the locomotive and stole the equipment from locomotive number 1*2-168, and had hidden 
the sans. 

5. Mr. Mohammad Bsqer-Vafa’I testified during the investigation that an the 
night of 12 November 19l*6, he saw Mr. Motadayyan and Fulad-3h©kah, and Laleh-M'a 
steal the equipment froe locomcfcive nurber 1*2-168. 

6. Saed 'Abbas Sayedin, fireman on locomotive number 1*2-168, stated that on 
the night of 12 November 191*6 he was busy working on the locomotive when he saw 
Motadayyen, Fulad-Shekar and a few otters rush towards the locomotives. After 
they had made him get act they extinguished the fire in the engine room. The s 
fireman also saw MOhqeq put a stone iT-to the switch which consequently caused 
locomotive number 57*176? to be derailed. 

?. Mr. Seyf-Allad Falah, driver, stated that he came to the station sad saw 
that locomotive 57-1767 was derailed and that Mr. Oraidvar and Mokarrami were trying 
to put it back on the track. 

8. Mr. 'Ali Omidvar, depot superintendent of Bandar Shah stated that nn the 
night of 12 November 191*6 Motadayyan ;md Fulad-Shekan and several other rush towards 
locomotive number 1*2-168 which was starting for Tehran. They extinguished the 
locomotive's fire and took some of its instruments away. They had intended to destroy 
locomotive number 1*2-16? but wtre not successful. Mr. Mokarrami had been v med 
of their intentions and asked the police to guard the cross road. But since tfohqeq 
was successful in putting stones in the switch, locomotive number 57-1767 which was 
returning after having its tank fill# , i, was derailed. However, Mr. Mokarrsia and 
Mr* Omidyar were able to repair it.

Saedin , from locomotive number U2-163 and extinguished the fife. Also, when Amjadi 
learned of their destructive activities, he tried to warn (people in) Sari. Just 
then, Mr. Sorkhabi cams in and took tat® telephone from his hand and with dark tlireats 
led him to his house. Amj&di stated that the derailment of locomotive 57-1767 was 
due to the stone put on the switch by Kohqeq, and that when he heard the news of 
the derailment he went to the scene qC the accident and with the help of others 
was able to put the locomotive on the track. The locomotive and the passenger trains 
were repaired and thus able to start for Sari the following morning at 10 o'clock. 

11. Mr. Ebrahim Tavana stated th t on the night of 12 November 1?U6 he, 
Motadayvan, Fulad-Shekan, and Laleh-Hia extinguished the fire in locomotive i2-l68 
and hid some of its equipment. The same night, Motadayyan took by force the 
superintendent post occupied by Omidyar and made him leave the depot. Some time 
later Tavana brought bank the stolen instruments and put them in their place. 

12. In addition to the above mentioned witnesses, testifying to Motadayyan*#, 
Fulad-Shekan *s, and Laloh-Hia’s guilt, they themselves have corroborated thair 
statements admitting that they played a certain part in the destruction. However, 
they have denied a great deal of he statements made by the ten above-mentioned 
people.** 


C. Of course, the statements of Motadayyan and Fulad-Shekan are not accepted. 
Mr. Motadayyan has been considered guilty for disobeying the chief of the Bandar 
Shah depot and for going to the station of Behshahr and ordering Nasr-Allah-Bur 
and Hashemzadeh to empty the water tank. Motdayyan has denied the above facta but 
at the time of the investigation he made two contradicting statements. He claims 
first, that he went to Behshahr at eight o’clock in the morning by jeep and second, 
that he went to Behshahr with Mr. Saed Ashrafi at eight-twenty, and at two- thirty 
went to the station to see aoout a passenger train. Therefore, he is considered 
guilty. At the same time he has denied the fact that he ordered the workers to 
empty the water tank,** 

The following statements show that Motadayyan is guilty of going to Behshahr 
without permission and of trying to destroy the passenger trains

at eight o’clock on 12 November 19U6 the workers of a cotten factory came to idle 
Behshahr station, but they did not interfere In the station’s activity. About nine 
o’clock Motadayyan along with Mr. Piri, the chairman of the United council, c me to 
the station, entered the watch room and took the selector from fagizadeh’s nand and 
started insulting the 3nri controller. The controller asked for the station agents 
but Motadayyan told the ; all the station employee a were on strike and there was no 
one there. This statement was not true, for the employees were actually present and 
attending to their duties. Motadayyan informed all the employees that no one had 
the right to touch the communication* system . Then he instructed the Tudeh Party 
agents who were at the station at that time, to destroy the rails and empty the 
water tanks. Motdayyan then left for town and half and hour later returned with 

a few armed men. He ordered Taqizadeh and Dehqan, the station assistant to go to 
a room where they were kept prisoners.

Mohammad Zlari, the delivery agent of the train sheds, stated at the time 
of the investigation that on the evening of 12 November 19U6, when he was busy- 
checking the passenger' trains he sav 'Ali Zanjani with a hammer removing the train 
hooks, kthen asked whet he was doing, Zanjani answered, » Since we are striking 
tomorrow, sorkhabi and Sehat Bakhsh have ordered me to do this.* 


The minutes have been confirmed. Those taken on 17 November 19h6, concern 
the opening of hooks, chains and brakes of the passenger train on the .light of 11 
November 191*6 by the ebove-mentioneb name®. Those taken on 18 November 19ii5 concern 
details reported by the police station of Bandar Shah. Sorkhabi, SehSt Bakeh, and 
Masurian are considered guilty and are subject to punishment. 

Mr. Java d Sorkhabi and Zeynalebedin Sehat Bakhsh offered the follow! ig testimony 
on their behalf: After the strike Committee had met they returned home. Not until 
they heard the danger whistle on the morning of 12 November 191*6 did they come out 
of the house and start striking. TieysaSd they had only instructed the workers to 
strike in accordance with the instrbetions of the United Central Council, and that 
they knew nothing about the above-pvt ntioned destruction or the per sons concerned. 

Mr. Sorkhabi claimed that after receiving telegrapher instructions from ti e chief 
of the northern zone, he started repairing the passenger train. Most of the workers, 
however, as the minutes indicate, testified that Mr, Sorkhabi gave them absolutely 
no help. Instead the workers* testimony revealed that Mr. Sorkhabi had instructed 
them to destroy of the passenger tr tin. In addition, as revealed in note Number 2 
of lU November 19^6, Mr. Sorkhabi and Alvandi had refused to adhere to the telegraphed 
instructions sent them on 12 November 19l»6 had even prevented Mr. Habib- Alls h Sobhani 
from posting them on the walls. 


K. In regard to tie opening of the pump of locomotive number 57,2U83, and 
stealing and hiding the necessary equipments of the locomotive number 1x2 *165 on 
21/8/25, after a few questioning pexiods, Mostafa Laleh-Nia, Hosoyn li Sa'di, Taql 
Mokarrami, Tahya Kdagar, workers of the Bandar Shah depot, made the following 
statements: Mr. Mostafa Laleh-Nia, has confessed that on the night of 12 November 
19ii6 he opened the pump of locomotive number 1x6,21x83 as instructed by Kot- .dayj an. 

He and Ibrahim Ravana unscrewed the eccentric of locomotive Number 1x2-168 and ex- 
tinguished its fire. Laleh-Nia kept the pump in his pocket. However, on 16 November 
he put the instrument back in its place. In view of the above confession,- Laleh-Nia 
is considered guilty and subject to punishment. 


Further investigation revealed that Shirali Maqsudi, Mosaffa-Ab, Zia’ /1-Akhbarl, 
Gholam All Said Moqaddam, workers of the B..4idar Shah water tank, during the strike 
had ejgued with Mr. Estepan Alvandi who was in charge of the water at Bandar Shah. 


M*. Alvandi had ordered the workers tc empty the water tank, but since they had dis- 
obeyed his instructions, he had smptiid the tank himself. Also, since the non-striking 
workers had refused to aid him in his sabotage attempts, he had refused to supply ' S 

water to the hydraulic eenratora. As a consequence frem eight-thirty till ten-fifty 
on 12 November 19h6 the electric current of the factories was cut off. The following 
people who did not participate in the strike, confirmed the above statement at the 
time of the investigation: Saed Mahmud Shake ri, Kama 'll leaden Zai», Gholar Ali 
Ahmadizadeh, Gholam Hoseyn Tayaran, Mftharanad Hoseyn Morshedtalab, Abd-Allah Mashabi.

But since there was no way to direct the rout of the water towards 
the well, according to the statements nade by Gholam Hoseyn Jehangir and Sharif ^ 
Maqsudi, Mr* Alvandi ordered them to open the drain valve and shut off the • oc emotive. 
Therefore, Mr, Alvandi Is also considered guilty and aibject to punishment. 

According to the minutes, on the day of the strike, the oil conpartraeno o t the 
engine in the roundhouse had broken aid caused further disorder. Mr. DarvtLuhzadeh 
had banked and fired another locosctivo. Since Mr. Matomood Sasarisn, in charge <£ 
engines In the repair shop was judged guilty of the above act md is sub jec uo 
punishment*” 

At six o’ clock on the morning of 12 November 1?U6 Taadiuadeh and Anzanmr, 
the station assistant, had taken over the communication system. They nad appointed 
Fuladi, a worker and dinciplinary agent of the Workers Party, and another p uraon 
with the same title to guard the telephone system. The same day Mr. Koseyn Janoarar 
was supposed to take over the station , but Mr. Xazdisadeh and Anzanpur had .ej.tr he 
opposed them and had dismissed him. They instructed Mohammad All Fat aid, tne ticket 
agent, to guard the station. Fran the beginning till the end of the strike they had 
permitted no one to interfere in the communications, and on the evening of ij 
November 19ii6 when Mr. Hahrudi was opcKting the selector from Sari, Anaanpur, acting 
on the orders of Yazdisurieh pulled down the selector level, cutting off communication 
with Babol . Sari attempted to reach the Shahi police to find out why they uouldn*t 
get messages through to the station. When Lieutenant R&’uf ar.d Lieutenant .-’iransar, 
chief of the Shall police station arrived at the Station to investigate, ?lr. Yazdi- 
sadeh and Mr* Xnzanpur had pushed up the selector lever and were pretending tnat 
contact had been established. Yazdlsadeh started insulting the Sari c ommur ic a t ions 
staff and prevented tbs agents, who were unarmed, from entering the radio room. 

Since Mr. Yazdizadeh had no right to interefere with the communications, ard since 
he had caused disorder in the entire communications system between Lari anc other 
stations he is considered guilty. 

Documents revealed that Mr. Heydar Gudarsi, chief of the Pol-i-Sefid station} 

Mr. Mahmud, a locanotive engineer} Mr. Shirked, water purification agent} and Mr. 
Mohararaadpoor, along with Mr. Lankarani, leader of the Tudeh Party of -jhshi, and 
a few unidentified people had come to Pol-l-Sefld from Shahi and had disrupted the 
communication system. According to the statements made by Hajarzadeh, thex-e people 
were trying to prevent the chief of that section by disrupthg coeimunicaticrs with 
Flruz Khu and 1/arsak, from coming to Sari. Be stafc ed that they had tried to get 
hold of the chief at previous stations but had been unsuccessful. They were 
unsuccessful in capturing him at the Poi-i-Sefid station. Having failed, they 
returned to Shahi and ordered Mr* Najarzadeh to c all the strike. On 12 November 19h6 
the guard rooms and e communications section were captured by Mr. Mahmud: , Shirs ad, 
Sattar Daliri, Nasimi, and Bakhshi, pH of whom are members of the worker# union. 

Yhe communication system was taken over by force and no one was able to obtain help. 
Yhe workers were assembled In the wafers' party club . Mr. Qudarzi informed them 
that a train from Bandar Shall would stop at Behshahr or if it did not, they would 
stop it, Mr. Yazdizadeh had been ordered to open the rails, but he informed Mr. 
Guderzi it was a difficult job. Mr. Qudarzi instructed Bahrain Javanbakht, a woker, 
to remove the rails} The worker refused, but he was threatened and finally agreed 
to do so providing the rails ware not in is section for which he was responsible. 
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and Saed Muea Divnard (Deynvard?) entered the storehouse to get the *»«•«£{ 
to remove the rails. The voters at first refused to do the job but «J“ibaUit 
reminded them of the threats of Mr, Qudarzi. The workers started to walk towards 
the rails, met the wutohman ana aated him for the key tocpen the rails, w watchman 
refused and reminded ihem the disaster it would cause. Ghoiara L&tifi, o» ol tne 
workers, reported this to J&vanbakht. Javanbakht and Qudarzi instructs iix^ to 
return and get the key by force or face death for his failure. Latifi e*- 
and with the other five, opened ell the screws of one rail and scattered them about. 
Javanbakht then put an explosive nenr the rail. The watchman, Baqer Y^char-b^hi, 
reported the six workers* intention;; to Najarzadeh, chief of district 2. w^orzadeh, 
through laoub fi.ze.ri, chief of the telephone office, tried to report the incident to 
Sari, but the communication system had already been taken over. Finally, la^ub Azari 
succeeded in sending a. message by ocher means. Also, it was reported that the Union 
agents of Pol-i-£efid ; , had removed the switch, taken away the sensitive i:u» riaaents, 
emptied the water tank and extinguished the fire in the locomotive. 


At the Varasak station the sane things happened, mire or less. Hoaeynpur, who 
claimed to be the leader of the Varaaak Union, along with Ebrahim Azari, daiak, 
Baravath *Ali Taheri and Victor Ivanov, spacMts t, and several others, ax a us o clock 
in the mornin" of 12 November 19U6, had taken over the cceununications aysuei of 
Varassk station by armed force. After a meeting they decided to remove soma ox the 
rails. However, they later changed their minds. 


At *ix o’clock in the morning of 12 November 19ls6» Ahmad Shams, tne depot cnief, 
Reaa Jow'i, the assistant and aholim Dub (Darb?), engineer and others seized the 
communications system of the Firua *uh station. At one-thirty P.M. on 21 Sovsstoer 
Wh6, when the train arrived from Tehran, there was no locomotive for tiw train, 
so it was halted there. Although Ahmad Shams was ordered by t e chief ox tue 
northern section to come to Pol-i-Sefid station with that train, he disobeyea. Shams 
and Reza Jow’i had not intentions Other then causing confusion at the station. 
According to report Number 15,8,29-12193,^003 submitted by Sergeant Ghoium Reza Haji, 
he was prevented from entering the communications room by the above-mentioned people 
with threats and insults.

From the study of the reports of the governor and of the police of Wananderan 
concerning the incidents of 22 Ordibehesh 1325 (12 Kay 19h6) at Chalus, it becomes 
evident that the leaders of the unions and the Party used to get help from a foreign 
power in the fight against their own countrymen. 

It is true that the foreign pow r had no legal right to interfere, an i that 
it did refrain from direct interference] but the plans of those who wanted to 
create unrest were such that outaida help was a necessity.

"Part of the above-mentioned company, whioh had been sent to Chalus, had camped 
about 7 kilometers from Chains and a oart was Quartered in the local police office 
of Ghalus, since most jf the local barracks were taken up by — — — soldiers. (Name 
of foreign power is omitted throughout.) The local police office was located opposite 
the hotel where the soldiers were billeted. 

At i»30 on the 2 2nd of the currant month, a group of workers, after leaving 
the factory, rode on a bus and sang songs in Turkish. At the same time Hi a* Almuti, 
the leader of the Shahsavar Tudeh Party; Mr. Hoshengi, leader of the Nowshihr Tudeh 
Party; and Mr. Mirshab, another official of the Nowshahr P£a*ty met in the telegram 
office building, Mr. Mirshab, who was suspicions of Major Samandari, spake harshly 
to him and insulted him. The workers, who had been singing and had gone to Nowshahr, 
returned to Chalus. At this point a person named Saberi, who was drunk, started 
Insulting the policemen and tried to incite tho workers against the law-erf orcsment 
officers. Liaienant Zonanian tried to scatter the crowd and tho workers, but he 
was not successful; instead the workers started attacking the soldiers. lieutenant 
Fuladvand, the commander of the company whioh had come to Ghalus, went to the scene 
of the disturbance and ordered the Tudeh Party members to leave, when they refused, 
he ordered his men to fire a few shots in the air in order to scatter tho crowd. 

As soon as the Tudeh members heard t le shots they started 3houting that they did 
not need any police in Chalus and that the police 3hould , et out of there right away. 
At this point, Tudeh Party members fired several shots from behind the police station 
in the direction of the Quarters of the — — — soldiers. These soldiers immediately 
rushed out of their qu.irters and begin firing with automatic rifles. A dispatch 
was at once sent to Nowshahr saying that there was shooting in Ghalus and the Major 
S&mandari was to come at once. Major Samandri sent a sergeant and 12 policemen to 
Chalus, but when they tried to get- out of their truck, they were fired upon from all 
sides. Several of the policemen were wounded and the crowd fled to the nearby w ode. 
According to reports, three policemen were killed, nine were wounded and cue was 
missing. Of the workers, one was kiLled and one was wounded. 

Zia« Alimiti has taken away 12 rifles from the persons wounded or kill id. In 
addition to that, he has robbed the local police station of six rifles one saverft, 
cartridres. 

According to the reports received, Zia* A1 uti has returned five of t re six 
rifles and" some of te other stolen articles. 

X have ordered that the 15 people who were arrested and released without their 
dotes be supplied clothing from the budget of the 15th Regiment. .*hen Mirshab was 
questioned, it became evi dint- -that Mirshab was well informed on the whole incident.

The plans were to cut communication from Mazanderan to the center in Zirab, 
and then continue with their activities. The description of the Zirab incident 
is given in the statements made by Mohs mad Boruraand and Hoseyn Lankarani, th* 
chairman of the Provincial Finance Committee of Mazanderan. 

»The Statement of Mohammad Boruraand: 

After Iraj Eskandari and Abd-al-S«heb Safa'i arrived in Shahi, veiy man; people 
cane to see them. When tie people were pone, they gatherer in the room of trie United 
Workers Council, and Safa'i said to Lankarani, * Now is the time to become active*. 

Mr. Lankarani motioned to ”r. Safa'i net to talk. After this, they all went to lunch 
at the house of Dr. Hasanalizadeh, head of the weaving mill. The following | eople 
were present at the dinner tablet Xraj Eslandari, Safa'i, Lankarani, Boruroanci, Engineer 
Farkhian , and Dr. Hasanalizadeh. After lunch Mr. Eskandari talked about t .o situation 
in Iran and said, * Azerbaijan wants to fight the Central Government, and we rust be 
very careful here in Mazanderan. In general, the Government doesn’t care lot us, and 
doesn't want us to have a representative in Parliament.* Later, Safa'i said, * I am 
going to Sari in car 308. I will send the car back for you to come there aac stay 
in my house for several days.* Eskandari accepted the invitation. 

Safa* i left for Sari, and the next day Eskandari went there in or 305. Eskandari 
was not welcomed by the people in Sari| therefore, he returned immecfcteiy to Shahi* 
then I went to Dr. Hasanalizadeh* s house about 6 o'clock, I saw Lankarani tf Iking to 
Eskandari who was very nervous, Since I did not know w .at had been going on, x asked 
them and they told me the above story. Mr. Lankarsxd .added that the people could not 
have done such a thin;: by themselves; it must haW been work oy the opposition. 

After staying there for £n hour, I told them I would like to go horns and go <-o bed 
since I had not slept the night before because of the strike." 

The next day I came back to the Workers* United Council. X saw that Mr* Saia’I 
had returned from Dari, people were ecrilng and oing as on the previous day. About 
6 o'clock in the evening, Colonel Davalou came to see Mohandas Eskandani, the dis- 
ciplinary agent of the factories. Mohandes Eskandani accompanied Colonel E-aval ou 
to the house of HassanaLizadeh and then xo the room where Iraj Eskandari was. Mr . 
Eskan dar i instructed us all to leave tlie room; Lankarani, Haasanalizadeh, Kb .anc.es 
Fakhrian and I left the room. After aboiit 2 hours of conversation, Mr* Safa'i entered 
the room. I followed him with Mr. Lankarani, the director of the Sahi factory, and 
his assistant after me. Colonel Davalou (Dowlu?) inquired about the beating: of two 
soldiers at this time. I told him that I would see that the guilty persons were taken 
to the local police. The Colonel asked e about some of the workers, i ansuorea, 
'With your permission, X will come to your office at Shahi and report tue whole case*' 
I hoped, by this means, to see the Colonel alone in order to speak to him about 
the recent happenings. However, after tne Colonel left, my comrades revealed tint 
they did not like the idea; they were very angry at me and said, 'Since the situation 
in Seranan is not very good, we would like you to go there.' Than we left th>> house.

After i had stayed than a few days, i received a 
message from Sskandari telling me tint X should stay in Zirab until he sent 
further instructions from Tehran. :e stayed in Zirab and were lodged around 
the mines, toe had to be separated Into 3 groups, home of us stayed at Mr. 
Farahmandi * s house near the mine} some at as stayed at the room of the director 
of the mine. One day the soldiers came and we started to retreat into the woods. 
When we heard the soldiers firing guns, we ware already quite far from that 
place. »e escaped to Kordabad and in Kordabad Mr. Seyd All Kordabadi helped us 
to find a couple of guides to lead us toward Shahi. We then went to Gavfcand, 
and in the woods found a couple of nouses, we stayed there} some of the workers 
from Zirab there too. Altogether, we numbered about 3k people. Some of us 
came to Sorkh Kala. Seyd Jalal was arrested, but I managed to escape. Some 
of the workers wire separated from us. Those who went towards Babol gave their 
ammunition to us. That is, to say, wo were 9 people with il rifles, toe hid 
the rifles and moved towards Bhirgah. When wa saw the police approaching, he 
lodged near Shirgah and sent somooni to bring us news. We escaped in the 
direction of the woods, but lost ii of our companions. Anyway, Mr, Afzall anti 
Sa*yed All Akbar said they ware going to head toward the sea, 1 decided to g c 
toward the sea, I decided to go toward Sari. When 1 got to Sari, I went to 
the house of a relative of mine, called Larijani. Mr, Larijani and nis wife, 
who is my cousin, were not at home, but the servant let me in. Whan he & rrived 
Larigani was very upset by ray presence. I begged him to give me some food, at 
least, since X had not eaten for days. He fed me although he told me to leave 
his house as soon as possible, i left the place and 10 days later the government 
agents arrested me.

A - Most of the workers of Fed a* I and the disciplinary agents ware the ones who 
had weapons.

A f zali and I went to the woods when 
the soldiers started to firs at ua and these people were in the woods. As to 
the weapons, they had their own personal weapons. Neither the Organ iz tion 
nor i had anything to do with it.

A - We went to Zirab upon instructions from Iraj Eskandari,

ft - We went to Zirab upon instructions from Iraj Eskandari. He told us tc stay 

there to resist anc to wait for further help. The instructions from t ie Central 
Committee in Tehran came and said, ♦ Don't do a thing. Just wait.' Fo:- this 
reason, we moved towards the woods and separated when the soldiers com. there. 

The soldiers put their weapons down partly of their own volition and partlv 
upon instructions from Hashemi. 

Q - What happened that caused you to hide ail the weapons in the woods? What did 

you do with the owners of ammunition? What kind of instructions ware they given? 

A ~ When this incident took place ant when we were in the woods, we ran into the 

workers of Zirab who were very worried about their families. Finally, we decided

Maybe Zolf aqar I, Mahmud i who was ir enarg© 
of the ammunition* knff vs. All I know is that the container of the grenade s was 
very heavy. We took a few of them and the rest we gave to Farahmandi to ride 
in the mines. He hid them with the help of Mahmud Khandani. 

r> - Have they recovered tie grenades and the two trunks of cartridges? 

A - I think they have found them. 

G - How many of the grenades did you take? 

A - The workers took a couple end we hid them in the same place where we naa nidcien 
our weapons after vie retreated to the woods. 

0 - What was the purpose of taking the grenades? 

A - They were part of our arras. 

G - What was the purpose of such a werpon? 

A - It was part of our arms* and our purpose was to throw them. 

Q • Did you have orders to throw grenac.es? 

A - Nobody had ordered us to throw them* but it is obvious that at a time of 
resistance* grenades are meant to be thrown, 

Q - Who was providing the grenades? 

A ~ The \ were made by f Abbod Hap# who was at the weaving mill* 

0 - Where were they propped? 

A - »Abbod Haq would prepare the out aims cases of the grenades in the weavin mill 
and then Pahlavan would take them home and fill them. They used to get ‘dynamite 
from Zirab. 

0 - Who had ordered them to prepare those? 

A - Pahlavan and SahaLi used to prepare them, but 1 gave orders only once.

A - The ernes that had been prepared were used in catching fish.

0 - Who gave the rifle to Aqa l.ala Izadi? 

A - Aqa Bala Izadi had his ovm rifle, but later in Zirab when we roc ivtv. 
some anmunition from Shahl, he exchanged it. s&ch of them nad about 
70 to 80 cartridges. 

0 - How much ammunition was there in the truck which carried the ammunition 
to Zirab? How many large or small weapons? How many grenades/ 

A - Pahlavan and Borumand brought the truck from Shahi to Zirab. Amir Bahrain 
and Zolfaqari who took the weapons and ammunition should kn w the amount. 

Q - when the weapons were brought to Zirab, to whom were they given? by 
whose orders were they dialed? 

A ~ The workers who came from Shahi already had weapons. About 3 riiies 
were given to N’emat-Allah Tuof and 2 to Amir Soleymani. 

0 - Is it true that all 30 of the people who had taken a defensive position 
were armed? 


k - They ail had weapons, some rifles and some revolvers. 

Q - 'what were the orders given to them? 

A - The orders were to keep watch until instructions arrived from tt . capital.

0 - lid any of the workers from Pol-i-Safid come to Zirab? 

A - They used to come onoe ih a while, but none of the Pol-i-Safid workers 
were here with us. 

q - pbre any dynamite or weapons sent to Pol-i-Safid? 

A - No, no weapons were sent to Pol-i-Safid by me. 1 know that Mr. judarzi 

had three rifles in Pol-i-Safid, and most of the workers had smal l arms.

A - Tea, he had daily communications with Farahmandi and Amir Soleymani, and 
once in a while he used to communicate with me.

A - I do not know, but I do know that he knew that it was through his instructions 
that a day's pay was taken from the workers' wages.

A - Of course, he knew that some people had weapons. How was it possible to be 
ao uninformed? 

Q - Sid they used to mace the workers stand guard in the mines? At the time of 
guar a duty what kind of orders did they used to get? 

A - Before we even went there, because they were afraid of the opposition, they hid 
watches and the guards were armed; most of them with rifles and clubs. 

Q - Wag it the duty of the disciplinary agents to convey the orders of the Committee 
to the ethers? 

ft - the Committee used to circulate the news. The disciplinary agents were supposed 
to stand guard or go about come other business. 

0, - When was it decided that the fortification should be prepared at the nine and 
that there should be guards? 


A - Farahmandi and Amir holeymani know better than X. I had only been there for 
10 or 15 days. 

0 - Why did they used to make Ostad Mosib, who owned a tea house, stand guard in 
the mine? Was that tea house the meeting dace of the Feda'is and the c bhars? 

A - When I got thsre , the tea house wasn't yet finished. It was a couple of days 
after I got there that this tea house opened. The owner used to work under 
Farahmandi »s orders and stand guard. 

Q - What does Feda'i mean? Please make this oint dear. 

A - Kbr&him Zadeh organized the disciplinary guard in dhahi when the Azerbaijan 
incident occurred, end they used to be called the Feda'is. So the used to 
call the disciplinary agents Feda'i. This expression was not very coimton 
in Shahij it was only common in the mine. It means 'somebody who sacrifices. * 

Q * Who were Hashem Tazdani and Is? Mottahari? What were their activities? 

A - These two were the nost active members of the Zirab organization. They 
conducted a great many activities. 

Q - Were the people who used to carry on operations in the mines ordered to do a 
certain job, or were they doing it on their own? They have done things which 
are aginst the law and the constitution. 

A - They have done it on their owru Nobody instructed them. If there were any 
instructions, they must have ccma from the ZIrab Committee . 
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A - During the past 1$ nays there was no need for propaganda, because the w< rkers 
were already members of the Party or of the Union. If they needed any 
propaganda before, the Committee there used to take care of it. 

Q - you said that in the woods you hid about 12 rifles. Was there anyone to guard 
them? 

A - Yes, we used to take: turns. 

0 - Were there any weapons hidden in the tunnels of the mines? 

A - 1 did not hide any, so 1 don't know. Maybe the workers have hidden sdnu 

o - You said that you had Bruno guns which you told Farahmandi belonged to '.he 
artillery. Where did you get then? 


A - There was a serial number on the gun labelled "artillery”. Besides, 1 nave 
been in the air corps myself. 

Q - Why did you scatter into the woods? What was your purpose? From whom i/ere you 
waiting to receive instructions? 

A - After we scattered into the woods, everyone was trying to think for himself. 

¥e were no waiting for any instructions. It would have been pointless. 

Q - Farahmandi has said that he went .Into the woods to wait to see what won .a happen 
in the Azerbaijan situation. He also said that they 3ent workers to Shnhi in 
order to get in touch with the capital. Is that true? 

A - No, the workers of ."hahi were very tired of traveling on foot. They ca ie to 
Shahi of thier own free will. 

Q - what decision did you aiTive at on 7 December 191*6? 

A - The letter which I had written to Eskandari was answered, it told me to wait 
until the Tith or 16th of Azar. (6-7 Dec.). 1 had sent another letter which 
Kambaksh answered by saying to wait until the 20th (11 Dec.). 

Q - What was the purpose of waiting until the mentioned date? 


A - So that the situation might clear up. 

0 - We understand that you told Farahnandi an- others that on 7 December 19 ib the 
workers were revolting in Azerbaijan. Is that so? 

A - The mine had a radio and so did the club, and since they used to lister to it 
every evening and got the news about Azerbaijan and Tehran, no one had to tell 
them anything about war or revolution except just to wait until there w as a 
revolution on the 1‘jth or the l6th in Azerbaijan. 

0 - Did the local Kazaaderan Committees maintain any communication with the Azerbaijan 

Committees? 


A - They had no contact.

A - He had come from Sorkhabad to see me- and he was in the mines when the soldiers 
came. 

0 - When Masha' -Allah came to ask you about his salary, who was with you? 

A - 1 don't quite remember. Perhaps /mir Soleymani, or Afzaii or Farahmand was 
there, 

0 - what instructions did Masha 1 -Allah Nur receive? 

A - He asked us why we were there and said that he thought we were going i 0 have 
our resistance point in Sorkhabad. we hau already told him to take car.; of 
the road so that the soldiers coul dn't move toward that section. 

q - who were the 6 persons who were entrusted to him? 

A - One was Sattar, a worker in the gvmny-sack factory. The other was a worker 
of Shahi, two of them were Afzaii meat, and one was Shir Aqa. I don't know 
the other one.

A - One was Salim, one Setar, and another was 'Isa Hamidi, factory workers ‘run

A - He is a worker of the weaving raili of Shahl and he had been in Tehran.

A - In Tehran. He hact gone there to get ammunition.
